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Police appeal 
after three 
are attacked 


One victim in his 50s knocked unconscious 


POLICE are hunting a man in a 
Puffa jacket after three attacks 
that left one man in his 50s un¬ 
conscious and another man with 
a suspected broken arm. 

Officers were called to reports 
of a burglary in Burton End, 
Haverhill, just before 8pm on 
Wednesday, November 23. 

Several men are reported to 
have forced their way into a 
29-year-old man’s home before 
assaulting him. 

The man was left with a sus¬ 
pected broken arm and hand, as 
well as cuts and swelling over his 
head and body. 

A 19-year-old woman who was 
at the Burton End property re- 
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ported she was also assaulted and 
suffered swelling to her arm. 

Detectives believe that these 
attacks are linked to another as¬ 
sault at 10.10pm the same even¬ 
ing. 

A man in his 50s was knocked 
unconscious following an inci¬ 
dent at Chauntry Road, near the 
junction with Camps Road. 

Police have arrested a 24-year- 
old man on suspicion of assault, 
possession of an offensive weap¬ 
on and aggravated burglary. 

He has been released on bail 


pending further inquiries and is 
due to return on Thursday, De¬ 
cember 8. 

Police are asking witnesses or 
anyone who has information that 
may help with the investigation 
to get in touch. 

They are particularly keen to 
identify a suspect described as 
wearing a Puffa jacket and jeans.

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A HAVERHILL dad is hoping 
to raised £22,500 for charity 
by taking on a 2,100km bike 
ride in New Zealand. 

Stuart Bayne begins the 
ambitious 18-day ride on 
Sunday morning New Zea¬ 
land time. 

He will be raising money 
for the Down’s Syndrome As¬ 
sociation - a charity he has 
already raised £17,000 for by 
cycling 1,100km across Eu¬ 
rope last year. 

Stuart, 53, said: “My wife’s 
from New Zealand - we have 
been over there a few times. 
This is something more ex¬

Burglar gets 
18 months 
in prison 

A BURGLAR who attempted to 
steal from a village home has 
been jailed for 18 months - 
after leaving behind a phone 
case containing his DNA. 

Andrew Dunkley, 28, of 
Horse Shoe Lane, Weston 
Colville, pleaded guilty to 
attempted burglary before 
his trial was due to begin at 
Cambridge Crown Court on 
Friday. 

The court was told that on 
August 15, Dunkley broke 
into a garage at The Rookery, 
Balsham and attempted to gain 
entry into the adjoining house 
before he was disturbed by a 
neighbour. 

He made off in a vehicle 
empty handed - but left 
behind a mobile phone cover 
which officers were able to use 
to forensically link him to the 
offence. 

DS Andrew Gaunt-Warner 
said: "The sentence should 
serve as a warning to 
others and highlight how 
seriously burglary is taken in 
Cambridgeshire. 

"Burglary remains a 
priority for Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary and we aim to 
put offenders before the courts 
while urging residents to take 
home security seriously." 



COUNCIL 

Concern over 
housing cuts 


CONCERNS have been 
raised over a plan to save 
£1.4million which could 
leave 45 vulnerable people 
in West Suffolk without a 
place to sleep. 

The proposal has been 
made as part of a Suffolk 
County Council draft budg¬ 
et for next year which was 
discussed last night. 

It affects housing-related 
support services, which 
help 6,000 vulnerable peo¬ 
ple across the county find or 
stay in housing - including 
those who were formerly 
homeless and those who 
have problems with drug 
abuse, mental illness and 
physical disability. 

County council docu¬ 
ments say that research 
shows that there is not 
enough provision in the east 
of Suffolk, and too much of 
it in the west. 

It is proposing moving 
services from west Suffolk 
to east Suffolk - a move es¬ 
timated to save £1.4million. 

But officers for St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough 

and Forest Heath District 
Councils say they have 
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challenged the numbers 
suggesting there is “over 
provision” of these services 
in the west. 

They say this move would 
equate to a loss of 45 bed 
spaces for vulnerable peo¬ 
ple in West Suffolk. 

A spokesperson for the 
councils, which work to¬ 
gether on housing, said: 
“We have challenged the 
figures on which this deci¬ 
sion was based and while 
we understand the resourc¬ 
es available to provide these 
services are shrinking, de¬ 
mand is increasing and we 
have concerns as to what 
the impact may be in West 
Suffolk.” 

The concerns were ech¬ 
oed by Haverhill county 
councillor Tony Brown. He 
said: “The move over to the 
east of the county seems to 
be some sort of policy. Eve¬ 
rything seems to be moving 
over there, and especially 
for Haverhill, it’s leaving 
people in a vulnerable posi¬ 
tion. 


“It’s getting to the stage 
now where we are cutting 
things to the bone, and 
it’s going to affect people’s 
lives.” 

The move is part of a 
draft budget which was dis¬ 
cussed by the county coun¬ 
cil’s scrutiny committee last 
night. 

Changes may be made 
before the county council’s 
budget goes before the cab¬ 
inet in January and the full 
council in February. 

A Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil spokesperson said that 
the council needs to make 
savings of between £40mil- 
lion and £45million over the 
2017/18 financial year. 

He said this was due to 
ongoing cuts in the county 
council’s funding from cen¬ 
tral government. 

The draft budget pro¬ 
poses cuts in other areas, 
including highways, librar¬ 
ies and councillor locality 
budgets, but also proposes 
freezing council tax.

Keeley’s battle 
with cancer

A MOTHER-of-three who 
was diagnosed with stage 
three cervical cancer aged 
just 24 has said that smear 
tests should be available to 
women younger than 25. 

Keeley Skipp, now 28, who 
lives in Jay Close, Haverhill, 
was given the Overcom¬ 
ing Adversity Award at ONE 
Haverhill’s Apprenticeship 
Awards on Friday, Novem¬ 
ber 18. 

The judges chose her for 
taking on an apprenticeship 
after fighting off the disease 
and looking after her three 
children. 

Keeley started having 
symptoms of her cancer 
when she was just 21, but 
was misdiagnosed and 
treated for other illnesses. 

She was finally told that it 
was actually cervical cancer 
when she was aged 24 on a 
family holiday at Disney- 
world with her husband, 
parents-in-law and children. 

She said: “I think we all 
knew already. 

“I had been telling the 
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doctors that I had it myself, 
but obviously I wasn’t old 
enough for a smear test.” 

Keeley had to undergo 
a hysterectomy, and when 
doctors performed the op¬ 
eration they realised that 
the cancer was larger than 
they had previously thought 
and had spread to her lymph 
nodes. 

This is known as stage 3B 
cervical cancer. 

She was told that this kind 
of cancer takes 10 years to 
develop - meaning Keeley 
originally got the disease 
while she was a teenager. 

She was at higher risk of 
the disease because by the 
age of 24 she had already 
had her children, now aged 
12, 6 and 5. 

Keeley said that she be¬ 
lieves smear tests, which 
are only currently available 
to women aged 25 and over 


on the NHS, should be avail¬ 
able to younger women, 
“especially if you have had 
children or you’ve got risk 
factors”. 

After her operation, she 
had to undergo six weeks of 
chemotherapy and radio¬ 
therapy, turning up at the 
hospital at 7.30am every 
morning. 

There are still two years 
left before Keeley officially 
gets the all clear, but the 
cancer has so far shown no 
signs of returning. 

During her treatment, 
Keeley’s two younger chil¬ 
dren, Logan and Layla, were 
attending Stepping Stones 
Preschool, based at Coupals 
Primary Academy in Chalk- 
stone Way. 

A year ago, Keeley was 
approached by Elaine Mc¬ 
Manus who runs the pre¬ 
school, and offered a job. 

“She asked me to think 
about it,” said Keeley. “She 
thinks I’ve got what it takes.” 

And so she began an ap¬ 
prenticeship at Stepping 


Stones - which was itself 
named Employer of the Year 
at the ONE Haverhill Ap¬ 
prenticeship Awards. 

Keeley says she loves the 
job and is on track to get a 
professional qualification by 
July. 

She said: “Before I was at 


Stepping Stones I was sitting 
at home thinking about [the 
cancer]. 

“I wouldn’t be where I am 
today if it wasn’t for Elaine 
and Stepping Stones.” 

The judges for the ONE 
Haverhill Awards described 
Keeley as “a real inspiration” 


- but she said that receiving 
the accolade came as a sur¬ 
prise. 

“I wasn’t really expecting 
it - I was just asked to come 
along. It was nice,” she said. 

Keeley says she is looking 
forward to continuing her 
career in childcare.

Police alert after 
spate of break-ins 


POLICE are warning residents 
to be on the alert after a series 
of burglaries at rural locations 
around Haverhill in the space of 
a week. 

The series includes four break- 
ins at homes in Clare within four 
days, which the police are treat¬ 
ing as linked. 

The first took place at a home 
in the town’s Church Street, be¬ 
tween November 20 and 24. 

Offenders smashed a rear win¬ 
dow to gain entry to the property 
and stole items from inside. 

At a home in Common Street, 
Clare, two gold bracelets were 
stolen on Wednesday, Novem¬ 
ber 23. Offenders entered the 
detached house between 8.40am 
and 6.45pm by going through a 
window that had been left open. 

The items of jewellery are de¬ 
scribed as a gold link bracelet 
and a gold solid band bracelet. 

The same day, between 11am 
and 7.30pm, a home in Clarence 
Road, Clare, was broken into. 
The victims are not aware of any 
items having been taken. 

The final burglary in Clare 
took place in the town’s Hertford 
Road, between 12pm on Thurs¬ 
day, November 24, and 5.45pm 
on Friday, November 25.

Nothing was taken as all valua¬ 
bles were kept in a safe, but dam¬ 
age was caused to the property. 

Entry was gained by forcing a 
padlocked side gate and a rear 
ground floor bedroom win¬ 
dow. A rear patio door was also 
smashed and a search was made 
of the property. 

A burglary of an unoccupied 
home took place between No¬ 
vember 18 and 21 in the village 
of Cowlinge. 

Entry was gained via a rear 
door, and the thieves took cop¬ 
per pipes, the hot water tank and 
electrical wiring. 

In Great Thurlow, between 
5.52pm and 5.59pm, suspects 
gained entry by cutting a fence 
and forcing open storage con¬ 
tainers. 

They stole two three-inch sub¬ 
mersible pumps and a two-inch 
submersible pump, a nine-inch 
angle grinder, a TE40 breaker, an 
110 volt impact wrench, 2.7KVA 
and 3.4KVA generators, a petrol 
disc cutter and a brush cutter. 


The incident was caught on 
CCTV but police believe due to 
the quality of the footage it will 
not lead to the identification of 
the suspects.

Court guidelines 
‘need reviewing’ 


SUFFOLK’S Police and 
Crime Commissioner has 
hit out at court sentences 
handed down for driving at 
excessive speeds. 

Tim Passmore believes 
that the sentences are mak¬ 
ing the public “lose confi¬ 
dence” in the criminal jus¬ 
tice system. 

He said recent court cases 
highlighted the need to re¬ 
vise sentencing guidelines. 

Mr Passmore said: “The 
excessive speed at Milden- 
hall of 154mph, the 133mph 
case near Bury, are exam¬ 
ples of a need to reinforce 
or request the magistrates 
to look at some of the sen¬ 
tencing, where you get such 
excessive speed - which is 
irresponsible and inappro¬ 
priate - a ban of a few weeks 

“My own view is that 
someone going at 150mph, 
instead of giving them a few 
weeks, it should be consid¬ 
erably longer. 

“I’m very concerned that 
it’s not getting the right mes¬ 
sage across to road users. It’s 
not a suitable deterrent. The

guy was going double the 
speed limit. The guidelines 
only go up to llOmph, and 
there isn’t a guideline above 
that.” 

Mr Passmore added: 
“They [magistrates] have 
the power to change the 
rules. They’re not shackled. 
But it’s a bit like the plan¬ 
ning system where they 
stick to the guidelines.” 

The PCC, who said he 
had raised the problem 
with the director of public 
prosecutions and the crimi¬ 
nal justice board, would be 
submitting suggestions to 
the Sentencing Guidelines 
Council within the next few 
weeks. 

In April this year, Louie 
Howlett, 21, from Laken- 
heath, was caught speeding 
at 154mph on the A11 at Ick- 
lingham. 

Officers said it was the 
highest recorded speed on a 
Suffolk road. 


In August, Howlett was 
banned from driving for 
56 days and ordered to pay 
£365 - a punishment which 
Suffolk police said at the 
time was “disappointing”. 

A Sentencing Guidelines 
Council spokesperson said: 
“Magistrates sentence of¬ 
fenders according to the 
facts of the case and within 
the parameters of the law 
and sentencing guidelines 
for the offence someone has 
been convicted of. 

“As well as following sen¬ 
tencing ranges set out in 
sentencing guidelines, mag¬ 
istrates must set fine levels 
according to the income of 
the offender, giving a fine 
based on a percentage of 
weekly income, and the per¬ 
centage level varies accord¬ 
ing to the seriousness of the 
offence. 

“The sentencing council 
is reviewing all the magis¬ 
trates’ sentencing guide¬ 
lines and will publish up¬ 
dated guidelines in the new 
year, which will include 
speeding.”

Councillor wants new 
crossing on school road

THOUSANDS of drivers are speed¬ 
ing on a road where children walk to 
school and the park, leading to calls 
for a pedestrian crossing. 

A vehicle-activated sign recorded 
the speeds of more than 10,000 vehi¬ 
cles between November 13 and 20 in 
Coupals Road, Haverhill. 

Of these, 54 per cent were travel¬ 
ling at 30mph or above, and the aver¬ 
age speed on the 30mph road was 35 
to 40mph. Two drivers were clocked 
at between 60 and 70mph. 

Haverhill town, borough and 
county councillor Tony Brown said 
the fact that children travel down 
this road to East Town Park and Cou¬ 
pals Primary Academy made the fig¬ 
ures particularly shocking. 

He is working towards having a 
pedestrian crossing and possibly an 
island built on the road. This would 
make it safer for pedestrians and act 
as a traffic calming measure. 

Cllr Brown said: “East Town 
Park is one of the highlights of the 
town. I live not far from there and I 
have noticed over the past few years 
it’s becoming increasingly used.” 


He said on top of this, there would 
be an increase in pedestrians as 
Coupals Primary Academy begins a 
planned expansion that will lead to it 
almost doubling in size. 

He said that one of the possibilities 
outlined in the school’s travel plan 
was having a “walking bus” setting 
off from East Town Park - leading 


to more children than ever crossing 
Coupals Road. 

Cllr Brown said: “If the walking bus 
comes forward [a crossing] would 
make that a lot safer.” 

Speeding drivers around the 
school have come under fire before, 
when parents launched a campaign 
in October, 2015, aiming to get the 


speed limit reduced to 20mph. 

Cllr Brown has already met Suffolk 
Highways about getting the crossing 
delivered. 

Coupals Primary will begin ex¬ 
panding in September 2017, and 
Cllr Brown said he would be “really 
pleased” to have the crossing deliv¬ 
ered by then. 


CRIME 

Police back 
campaign to 
tackle abuse 

SUFFOLK Police are supporting 
a campaign to spread aware¬ 
ness about domestic abuse. 

The White Ribbon campaign 
started on Friday and runs until 
Saturday, December 10. 

The campaign invites resi¬ 
dents to wear a white ribbon 
to show their support for elimi¬ 
nating domestic violence. 

It is thought that 35 per cent 
of women and girls globally ex¬ 
perience some form of sexual 
or physical violence. 

In Suffolk, between the start 
of April last year and the end 
of March this year almost 9,000 
incidents of domestic abuse 
were reported. 

This year, Suffolk Police have 
trained 800 frontline staff in 
recognising domestic abuse 
and supporting victims. 

Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner for Suffolk Tim Passmore 
says he has commissioned 
£1.7 million worth of services 
to support victims of domestic 
abuse. He said it was one of his 
top priorities.

Third blackout 
hits 1,165 homes 


A POWER cut last Thursday 
night affected 1,165 Haverhill 
homes - and for some resi¬ 
dents, it was their third this 
month. 

The lights went out at 
10.15pm last Thursday in the 
Blenheim Close and Boyton 
Close area of the town, due 
to a fault in an underground 
cable. 

UK Power Networks said 
that 1,165 homes were affect¬ 
ed and power was restored in 
stages throughout the night. 

The last 166 homes had 
their power restored via a 
generator around 5.40am on 
Friday morning. 

But a fault with the gen¬ 
erator meant that the same 
166 customers lost power 
again between 10.17am and 
10.30am. 

Other residents reported 
on social media that they ex¬ 
perienced problems such as 
flickering lights. 

A spokesperson for UK 
Power Networks said: “We 
understand how difficult it 
is to be without power at this

time of year and apologise for 
any inconvenience caused.” 

The power cut followed one 
on Tuesday, November 8 and 
Wednesday, November 9. An 
overnight blackout between 
the two days affected 272 
homes. 

On November 9, a further 
power cut affected 168 prop¬ 
erties in the town, includ¬ 
ing Samuel Ward Academy, 
which was forced to send 
students home and cancel a 
performance of a school play. 

UK Power Networks said 
that the most recent power 
cut was not related to the 
blackouts on November 8 
and 9 - but that some of the 
same homes were affected. 

Samuel Ward Academy was 
not affected by the power cut 
on Thursday. 

Residents reported their 
frustration on social media. 

One said that his power 


went off while he was work¬ 
ing from home on Friday 
morning, adding: “Well to put 
it bluntly, I am getting a little 
peeved with this.” 

Another said that hers was 
out well into the night, say¬ 
ing: “We couldn’t sleep coz 
we left a candle burning in 
the hallway as my son was 
petrified.” 

Among the affected build¬ 
ings was Haverhill’s Tesco su¬ 
perstore, which lost power at 
around 11pm - but there was 
no affect on trading, as staff 
there switched on back-up 
generators within a matter of 
minutes.

Changes at 
maternity unit 
after survey of 
new parents 

CHANGES have been made to ma¬ 
ternity care at West Suffolk Hos¬ 
pital after a survey of hundreds of 
new parents. 

The Healthwatch Suffolk survey 
of 373 people found that mothers 
and their birthing partners had 
broadly positive experiences at 
maternity units across Suffolk. 

However, it recommended im¬ 
provements in areas such as over¬ 
night stays for partners, infor¬ 
mation supplied and antenatal 
appointments. 

The West Suffolk NHS Trust is 
now set to review how it offers 
overnight stays to partners, which 
are currently on a case-by-case ba¬ 
sis. 

It is also set to review its antena¬ 
tal appointment structure, and to 
ensure staff attend sessions on de¬ 
livering excellent care. 

The hospital will review ante¬ 
natal classes to ensure all content 
is appropriate, and is producing a 
leaflet on emotional changes after 
birth. 

Andy Yacoub, chief executive of 
Healthwatch Suffolk, said: “This 
project has demonstrated that gen¬ 
uine improvements can be made 
to services when we work closely 
and collaboratively with providers 
of care.”

Warning over 
derelict sites 


POLICE are encouraging 
residents to call 999 if they 
see people entering a der¬ 
elict building after a fire was 
started deliberately at a his¬ 
toric warehouse. 

The blaze, at the former 
Atterton and Ellis site in 
Haverhill’s Hamlet Road, 
was started on the evening 
of Sunday, November 20. 

The fire was burning for 
hours and was attended by 
dozens of firefighters, and 
police are now hunting for 
the arsonists. 

At a Haverhill Town Coun¬ 
cil planning committee 
meeting on Tuesday, Mayor 
of Haverhill, David Roach, 
said the torched building 
now had to be demolished. 

The incident was one of a 
number where individuals 
broke into derelict proper¬ 
ties in Haverhill. 

On Wednesday, November 
9, vandals broke in to the 
Corn Exchange in Haver¬ 
hill’s Withersfield Road. 

The weekend before, No¬ 
vember 5 and 6, they also at-

tempted to gain entry to the 
former social services build¬ 
ing and magistrates court in 
the town’s Camps Road. 

Police say there have been 
similar incidents at Atterton 
and Ellis before the blaze, 
and the pub formerly known 
as the Fox and as the Rising 
Sun in Wratting Road. 

PC Lawrence Ellis, of 
Haverhill’s Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Team, said officers be¬ 
lieve most of the incidents 
involved local youths and 
offences such as criminal 
damage and graffiti. 

But he said that the situ¬ 
ation had become “more 
sinister” since the blaze at 
Atterton and Ellis. 

He urged residents to call 
999 if they saw anyone en¬ 
tering a derelict property. 

He said this was not sim¬ 
ply about prosecuting pos¬ 
sible offenders, but also 


about safeguarding, as most 
derelict sites are dangerous, 
particularly the burnt-out 
Atterton and Ellis building. 

Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil, which owns the former 
magistrates’ court building 
in Camps Road, says it has 
upped security at the site 
since the incident there ear¬ 
lier this month. 

Similar appeals to resi¬ 
dents were made by town 
councillors at a meeting last 
week. 

Cllr Tony Brown said at 
a full council meeting on 
Tuesday, November 22: “In 
light of what happened to 
the Atterton and Ellis site, if 
anyone sees anyone going 
into any derelict buildings 
in the town, they should 
call 999, because it could be 
a matter of life and death - 
some people sleep in these 
buildings.”

While an improved 0-60mph 
acceleration time - almost a 
second quicker than before - is 
significant, the new e-Golf's main 
attraction will be its increased 
range which is around 50 per cent 
more than before.

The pilot 
is due to start in November and will 
ramp up to include around 300 Volvo 
owners.

Our research 
shows that people spend hours every 
week doing these small errands - we 
want to give that time back to Volvo 
drivers, so they can do something 
more valuable instead," said Bjorn 
Annwall, senior vice president, Global 
Consumer Experience at Volvo Car 
Group.

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Prince Phillip’s ‘Fire Engine’ Bentley up at auction 


THE H&H Classics year end auction 
at Chateau Impney, Droitwich 
Spa on December 7 is something 
of a Christmas treat with a great 
selection of cars, any of which 
would make your day if it came gift 
wrapped. 

There is a brace of Bristols, a 
great Austin-Healey, stunning 
Bentley Continental R in British 
Racing Green, and for those 
minded to buy a car for the London 
to Brighton Run there is an 1899 
Phebus 2.25bhp that is just the 
ticket. 

This H&H sale includes an 
intriguing 1952 Bentley R-Type 
Straight 8 Special - 'The Fire 
Engine' in black and light blue. 

Its mechanical specification was 
inspired by an experimental car 
that the Crewe manufacturer 
loaned to Prince Phillip, some 
decades ago, which he did not 
want to give back. The four-seater 
Tourer is estimated to sell for 
£60,000 to £80,000. 

Built by a former director of Rolls- 


Royce motorcars, and a professional 
engineer, in the 1990s as a tribute 
to Bentley's experimental 'Scalded 
Cat' cars, it is powered by a 6.5 
litre Rolls-Royce B81 straight- 
eight engine allied to automatic 
transmission. The bespoke machine 
is a veteran of numerous rallies 
including the Bentley Drivers' 

Club's Tour of South Africa in 2003 
(c.4,000 miles). 

Rolls-Royce built two straight- 
eight powered Bentleys using the 
'B'-series eight-cylinder variant of 
its standard six-cylinder engine (one 
of which was loaned to HRH Prince 
Philip who was apparently smitten 
with its performance to such an 
extent that he was reluctant to 
hand it back). These were dubbed 
'Scalded Cats' and in the mid- 
1960s Robin Moore started to plan 
a similar car based on a R-Type 
Chassis. 

A full and detailed history is 
provided with the car along with 
a current MOT certificate until UP FOR GRABS: This 1952 Bentley R-Type Straight 8 Special - known as 'The Fire 
October 201 7. Engine' - was once owned by Prince Phillip 



AA Connect will identify 
issues pre-breakdown 


TRIAL of 'AA Connect' 
technology in 10,000 cars has 
found that almost one in five 
(1 7 per cent) developed problems 
that were identified before they led 
to a roadside breakdown, enabling 
the AA to repair the fault by helping 
to prevent an issue at the roadside. 

This is in addition to identifying 
battery issues that could lead to a 
car not starting on a cold morning. 
After tyres, batteries represent 16 per 
cent of the AA's typical breakdown 
workload. 

The AA is half way through its 
study, which involves understanding 
how connected car technology can 
improves people's driving experience 
by helping to prevent a roadside 
breakdown. 



Alan Ferguson, head of AA 
Connected Car, says he is greatly 
encouraged by the way the system 
detects problems at an early stage. 


"Although there is work still to do, 
we have been able to pinpoint 
potentially serious faults on some 
cars." 

Each car is equipped with a small 
device plugged in to its diagnostic 
socket. This monitors a range of 
data generated by the car, such as 
battery condition, electrics, engine 
management and other systems, 
identifying problems before they 
trigger a warning light or result in a 
failure. 

Explains Ferguson: "The data is sent 
real-time back to the AA as well as to 
the user via a supporting easy-to-use 
smartphone App. Although nearly 
nine in ten (85 per cent) users check 
the app daily, we also alert drivers by 
text if we pick up a potential issue." 


AA Connect also tracks the 
vehicle's whereabouts, visualising 
driving behaviours such as speed, 
cornering, braking, acceleration and 
use of revs. This produces a scored 
online report, coupled with driving 
advice for the user. In addition, it 
highlights journey times, mileage 
and a map trail. The data has the 
potential to help members reduce 
their car insurance premiums if they 
can demonstrate a lower risk profile. 

More than half (54 per cent) of 
those taking part in the trial said that 
the technology had enhanced their 
driving experience while 49 per cent 
said that they better understood their 
vehicle. 

The AA is looking to provide a 
Connected Car service in 201 7.
